Louis at 1 p.m. and arrival at

Illinois Central announced dis- 
continuance of trains 205 and 226 
between St. Louis and Carbon- 
dale, effective tomorrow. As with 
other railroads, Illinois Central 
also will eliminate or consolidate 
extra and local freight trains.

UPSET ON APPEAL 


Held Independent Con- 
tractors, Not Subject to 
U.S. Job Taxes. 


A real estate salesman who 
shares commissions with à real 


jestate company with which he is 


connected is an independent con- 
tractor and not an employe of 
the company and his remunera- 
tion is not subject to federal em- 
ployment taxes, the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Eighth 
District ruled yesterday. 

The ruling was contained in an 
opinion handed down here in a 
test suit filed by Dimmitt-Rick- 
hoff-Bayer Real Estate Co. two 
years ago against Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue James P. Finne- 
gah for refund of $1422 taxes, 
paid under protest, under the 
Federal Unemployment Tax Act 
for the years 1943 and 1944. 

The decision is expected to 
have a far-reaching effect upon 
real estate companies through- 
out the country. Daniel F. 
Sheehan, former president of the 
St. Louis ‘Real Estate Board and 
a partner in the Dolan Co., said 
at least 90 per cent of the real 
estate salesmen in the country 
worked on a. split-commission 
basis. About 1000 real estate 
salesmen in the St. Louis-St. 
Louis county area are employed 
on that basis, he said. 

In ruling upon the case, the 
appellate court reversed United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore, who held in passing upon 
the suit last April 1 that the 
salesmen were employes of the 
company within the meaning of 
the law. 

The Court of Appeals ordered 
Judge Moore’s finding reversed 
and remanded the case with di- 
rections that judgment be en- 
tered for the plaintiff real estate 
company.

Missouri Supreme Court. 

Judge Blair, after a night hear- 


ing, sustained a motion by Attor- 
ney General J. E. Taylor to dis- 
miss an injunction suit filed by 
Representative George E. Bohrer 
of St. Louis County, House Re- 
publican caucus chairman. This 
suit was designed to bar state and 
local officials from conducting the 
election. | 
Ruling of Judge. 

In- his order Judge Blair held 
that the Legislature acted within 
its constitutional powers in pass- 
ing a resolution last December, in- 
stead of a bill, ordering the spe- 
cial election for a referendum al- 
ready invoked by opponents of 
the gasoline tax bill through peti- 
tions. These petitions called for 
the referendum in the Nov. 7 gen- 
eral election. 

Bert W. Tremayne Jr. of St. 
Louis, counsel for Bohrer, an- 
nounced the ruling would be ap- 
Pealed in a few days, as soon as 
the appeal record can be com- 
pleted. 


“It is our intention to get a 
Supreme Court declaration on the 
questions involved,” Tremayne 
said. 


The case involved the question 
whether the Legislature had 
power to order such a special 
election after a referendum had 
been invoked by the people, and 
whether it acted legally in pass- 
ing a resolution fixing the special 
election date, instead of a bill. 

The points have not been 
passed on heretofore by Missouri 
courts. : 

Judge Blair said the Legislature 
had express power under the Con- 
stitution to order the special elec- 
tion, and that there was no limi- 
tation on the manner in which it 
acts in doing so. 

Invoked by People. 

Had the Legislature been or- 
dering the referendum itself, he 
said, it would have been required 
to do so in the manner fixed by 


Gov. Forrest Smith’s 4 cent state 


the Constitution for passage of a 


bill. But in this instance, Blair 
said, the people already had in- 
voked the referenaum by petition 
and the legislative action was to 
order, by resolution, a special 
election at an earlier date than 


the one fixed in petitions filed 
last Octobe 


r. | 

“If the Legislature by resolu- 
tion had undertaken to refer the 
(tax) bill to the people, rather 
than fix an election date for a 
referendum invoked by the peo- 
ple,” Judge Blair said, “then I 
would enjoin this election.” 

Opponents, in filing the refer- 
endum petitions, desired that the 
matter be submitted to the voters 
in the general election in the be- 
lief the heavy vote then would 
insure defeat of the bill. 

Smith and other Democratic 
leaders did not want a tax in- 
crease measure, or the contro- 
versy over Smith’s proposed rural 
road building program, injected, 
into the 1950 political campaign. 
The Democratic-controlled Legis- 
lature, at the Governor’s request, 
passed the resolution fixing April 
4 for a special election on the 
referendum. 

Provisions of Bill. 


The bill, now suspended in 
operation pending: the referen- 
dum, would double the present 
2-cent-a-gallon state gasoline tax, 
all of which goes to the present 
state highway system. Revenue 
from the proposed 2-cent ‘increase 
would be split between the state 
system and Smith’s program for 
building rural low-type roads in 
the counties. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Smith said he 
would confer tomorrow with 
Kansas City officials to discuss 
the filing of a friendly test suit 
to determine if the state should 
pay all or part of the cost of the 
special referendum, estimated at 
$275,000 to $300,000. 

Kansas City contended the 
state should at least pay the pre- 
cinct judges and clerks because 
the gasoline tax proposal would 
be the only issue submitted in 
the election in Kansas City and 
Jackson county. The pay of 
these officials there would be 
about $22,000. Gov. Smith said if 
a suit was filed and the courts 
held the state should pay the 
costs, he would recommend that 
the Legislature appropriate funds 
to reimburse the cities and coun- 
ties for expenses of the special 
election.

Civil Rights Showdown. 


Prodded from within their own 
ranks, Pepubliean leaders made 
plans today to force a Senate 
showdown on civil rights bill. 

Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
of the Senate Republican Policy 
Committee, told a reporter that 
if the Democrats do not move to 
bring up a Fair Employment 
Practices Commission bill within 
two weeks “Republicans han 
press for it,” 

Taft's statement came 8 
Senators Lodge (Rep.), Massa 
chusetts, and Ives (Rep.), New 
York, said they would demand ac- 
tion by their party to bolster 
what both have labeled as a weak- 
kneed indorsement of civil rights 
bills in this week’s G.O.P. policy 
declaration. 

We will get a chance to vote 
‘on this question and I’m hoping 
that the Republicans will show 
they are for action, not just talk, 
about civil rights,” Ives said.

‘Like 
the “Four Families” of China, this is a fantastic coterie of specu- 
lators, business men, profiteers and politicians which has made the

“Thousand Families” is merely 
this season’s name for an old 
clique. Last year, men in the 
United States Mission spoke of 
the “Kolonaki Crowd,” after a 
plushy Athens district. In 1948, 
in a broadside fired on their de- 
3 for home, a trio of Amer- 

economists. called it “the 
selfish men in Athens and Pi- 
raeus.” 

Whatever the name, the group 
controls the nation’s trade and 
industry, imports and finance, 
fishing and olive oil marketing. 
It is closely interlocked. The 
import speculators work with the 
tight cliques which control the 
various import guilds. Both co- 
operate with the industrial 
nopolists, whose 
encouraged by 


The income of the “Thousand 
Families” is impossible to esti- 
mate. It honors income and cor- 
porate taxes mainly in breach, and 
no way has yet been devised to 
determine its profits. But a high 
ECA official says: : 

“We estimate that the profiteer- 
ing on ECA aid which comes in 
through private channels is $20,- 
000,000. In other words, this is 
what the ‘Thousand Families’ 
collect from the American tax- 
payer. But, of course, they also 
make vast amounts of money on 
all other forms of ECA assist- 
ance.” 

Not Necessarily Dishonest. 

Members of the Thousand 
Families” are not necessarily dis- 
honest. They are simply taking 
advantage of the lush opportuni- 
ties offered to them by the un- 
certainties of the time, by Ameri- 
can aid, and by the ingenious, if 
archaic, structure of Greek econ- 


omy. 

There is nothing dishonest, for 
instance, in the operations of the 
five or six men who control the 
rice import guild, freeze out all 
competitors, and then reap im- 
mense profits on this essential 
food. 

Typical of the Greek moneyed 
men is Bodossakis, a 57-year-old 
Levantine who has become a 
worthy heir to the legend of the 
late Sir Basil Zaharoff. The 
man’s real name is Prodromos 
Athanasiadis, but few people know 
him under it. To the people of 
Greece and the Levant, he is Bod- 
ossakis, the Turkish diminutive 
for Prodromos. 

Bodossakis is a power in Greece. 
ECA officials estimate that he 
controls directly a quarter to a 
third of the value of the nation’s 
industrial output. Indirectly, 
am told, he can deny credit, or 
raw materials, to any business 
man who arouses his displeasure. 
Some Americans call him “King 
of Chemicals,” but he is also King 
of Glass, Fertilizer, Shipbuilding, 
Munitions, Wine and half a dozen 


other items. 
Aided by U.S. 

Bodossakis has done well with 
United States aid. In the. past 
two years, American missions 
have helped him generously, from 
credits to the procurement of 
American supplies at list prices. 
Since the collapse of the rebel- 
lion, ECA has helped him with 
loans which served to strengthen 
his hold on the fertilizer and 
chemical industries. He is also 
now seeking ECA credits to re- 
equip his arsenal—the largest: in 
the Middle East before the Ger- 
mans cleaned it out of machinery 
and (Bodossakis says) $60,000,000 
worth of raw materials. Bodos- 
sakis claims ‘he can find customers 
for his munitions in the Mediter- 
ranean area, and no one who 
knows this super-salesman doubts 
his word 


With some justice, Bodossakis 
may claim that Greek labor is 
unproductive; that instability in 
the country demands higher prof- 
its; that local and inter-town taxes 
boost both his costs and his prices. 

But the fact is that, according 
to ECA officials, he is 
money hand over fist, and stifling

of the 17 commodities 
as essential in this impoverished, 
tattered land, only seven are un- 
der price control: 

For another thing, the meas- 
ures taken now and then to halt 
runaway profiteering are never 
pushed hard cnough. This has 
been true even of such food 
staples. as rice and cottonseed oil 
(brought here in a futile attempt 
aA ; break the “corner” in olive 
oil). - 4 

Perhaps no better illustration 
of what is going on here is needed 
than the story of the two efforts 
made by the United States Mis- 
sion in the past year to tap some 
of the ‘enormous profits of the 
“Thousand Families” for the 
empty Greek treasury. 

A year ago, the Mission experts 
looked at the tax returns, discov- 
ered that 75 per cent of the Gov- 
ernment’s income came from in- 
direct taxes (paid mainly by tne 
man-in-the-street), and decided 
that the time had come for the 
“Thousand Families” to pay their 
share. Thus, the Greek finance 
minister was told to draw up a 
tax on wealth. The minister com- 
plied. 

A few months ago, the Mission 
heard a rumble of protests. It 
looked into the situation, and dis- 
covered what one official de- 
scribed as “the stinkingest mess 
you ever saw.” All the taxpayers 
were put in 12 categories, and it 
was up to a tax investigator to 
decide in which category a man 
belonged. The basis for the deci- 
sion was evidential. ... It could 
be that the guy had a new car; 
or it could be that he didn’t be- 
long to the Populist party.“ 
The tax had already been put 


into the budget as an estimate, |. 


but it was so patently unfair that 
the Mission could not allow it 
to go through. The Finance Min- 
istry kept making minor changes, 
the Mission kept objecting, and 
there was no tax.

It may take title to the business for which it 
provides this service, but it also agrees to “lease” 
the property to its original owners for less than 
the. sum which otherwise would go to the tax 
collector. This does add to the resources of the 
school, but it is a fraud on the people. 

Even when real estate or a going business is 
given to some educational or charitable institu- 
tion in good faith, it is questionable whether the 
income should be tax-exempt. Should a univer- 
sity-owned spark plug factory have a tax ad- 
vantage over a privately-owned competitor? 

Real estate or other property used directly for 
educational or charitable purposes is, of course, 
a different story. Neither the Treasury nor any 
local tax-collecting agency, in our opinion, is 
eager to levy directly on a church, a hospital or 
a school building. . 

The inclusion of labor unions in the Treasury’s 
request seems to have caused some surprise. It 
is hard to think of a union with an “endow- 
ment.” Some, however, have been in the bank- 
ing business for years. Others are beginning to 
build radio stations. ‘Insofar as such enterprises 
may earn profits from activities not directly 
connected with union affairs, they also ought to 
be subject to taxation. 

And while Congress is on the subject, it also 
ought to take a long look at the untaxable trust 
funds which are being set up under present laws. 
These ostensibly have charitable purposes, but 
they are not compelled to pay out any cash for 
these purposes at any given time. So the mem- 
bers of a family or the directors of a corporation 
can put money beyond the reach of the tax col- 
lector, and still retain control. This makes pos- 
sible all sorts of profitable manipulations. 

Quite aside from the Government’s require- 


ments, these leaks ought to be carefully in- 


spected out of simple justice to those who do not 
take advantage of them.

By 
appealing to those with plenty of money to give, 
it kept the war chest full. And who ever heard 
of a politician going out of business with money 
in the till? 

Now, however, that answer may not be so pat. 
The Brothers Alsop have raised doubts. . They 
report that the Democrats are having a much 
easier time raising money than are the Republi- 
cans—and from the very people who used to be 
the brightest angels in the Republican heaven. 
They cite an impressive list of big names from 
big industries. Surely, not, all of these men want 
to be ambassadors? 

It’s even harder to believe that they have come 
to see things through Fair Deal eyes. The list 
just does not look like a Who's Who of Socialists. 
So, while the Republicans may be eating dollar 
lunches instead of $100 dinners at the moment, 
this is not the beginning of starvation. The G.O.P. 
does not look like a ghost party. The Democrats’ 
lease on the White House will not be renewed 
just because nobody could afford to bid against 
them for occupancy. But it is obvious that there 
are a lot of people who want to be sure of a 
not unfriendly: reception at the front door, no 
matter who the tenant may be.

There is evidence which indicates that such an 
attempt could be of value. Edmund Stevens, 
former Moscow correspondent of The Christian 
Science Monitor, reports that the Voice of 
America “commanded a wide and eager audi- 
ence” before Russia began jamming the broad- 
casts, And Merle Fainsod, professor of govern- 
ment at Harvard, reported after recent 


conversations with some escaped Russians that .

Certainly it is important to try. As Anne 
O’Hare McCormick commented in the New York 
Times, “By a battering ram attack on the bar- 
riers to communication we have to convince the 
world that we are the crusaders and builders of 
peace. Millions of people are taught every day 
that we are waiting to strike, and the first thing 
Anferica has to do is to change this poisoned air 
and force truth in where truth is treason,’ 
There is no reason for over-optimism in assess- 
ing possible results of an extended and intensi- 
fied program to tell the Russian people the 
truth. Technically, it is extremely difficult, and 
even if it can be done and what we say is be- 
lieved, the Russian people are hard up against it 
to turn from the ways of dictatörship to democ- 
racy. But the effort.is worth making, We know 
that the Voice of America has got in some good, 
solid licks. We know that it was beginning to 
tell enough that the Russians felt compelled to 
jam it out of hearing. 
A sound start has been made. Let us expand 
it all we can. Let us use the radio, publications, 
books and magazines. These media will not 
reach all Russians, but they will reach some. 
Only a person who is defeated at the outset 
would say that the consequences in the end may 
not be more than we now dare hope for. The 
truth has a way of being powerful and persuas- 
ive. In time Russia may help prove the rule.

Ivar 
Kreuger, the Swedish match king, took in $130,- 
000,000 at the old game, and treated himself 
generously te $115,000,000 of it. Robert Knetzer, 
right over at Edwardsville, IIl., more recently, 
took in more than $2,000,000 by selling cars at 
1éss than cost to a few, and keeping the purchase 
payments of hundreds who never received a car.

A renascence of good manners 
would solve the whole problem, for people 
with any manners at all do not yell in the 
streets, play music when nobody else wants 
to listen or toot horns in the ears of pass- 
ers-by. 

If we are being a little naive, put it 
down to hope, an emotion not altogether 
discreditable despite the odds against it.

The Baruch offer assumed that 
if the Russians did not accept the 
terms and conditions, we would 
retain the monopoly for many 
years to come. 

The Russians achieved the 
bomb within two years of Mr. 
Baruch’s proposal, and therefore 
while he was talking, the Rus- 
sians not only knew all the scien- 
tific secrets but were also well 
along in.the process of mining, 
refining and manufacturing. Thus 
Mr. Baruch was trying to sell Mr. 
Gromyko a scheme to share the 
American monopoly when in fact 
Mr. Gromyko knew with reason- 
able certainty that the end of the 
American monopoly was in sight. 
Mr. Gromyko did not accept the 
Baruch offer because he did not 
have to. He held very much 
stronger cards than Mr. Baruch 
thought he held. 

Up to the time when the atomic 
explosion was detonated in Rus- 
sia, the worst that could be said 
of our American policy—as we 
look back upon it now—is that 
it was based on misinformation.

I venture to believe nothing

smaller dollar business than the 
local pros. 

Still, among larger = of the 
B. A. A. that merged last August 
with the older National Basket- 
ball League, the Bombers were 
bracketed with New York, Minne- 
apolis, Indianapolis and Boston as 
franchises showing an increase in 
receipts. 

The biggest box-office jump 
among teams that for three years 
waged a cut-throat and expensive 
war for talent with the horse-and- 
buggy N. B. L. had been made by 
New York, which reported at mid- 
season a per-game boost of $3437, 
a dollar-and-cent increase of more 
than 50 per cent. 

The greatest decrease among 
B. A. A. teams, on the other hand, 
had been suffered by Chicago, the 
city with the second-largest popu- 
latiop and seating capacity (Chi- 
cago Stadium) comparable to New 
York’s Madison Square Garden. 
The Stags’ net receipts, despite 
steady diet of doubleheaders, ha 
shrunk almost in half, dipping 
from a ene average a year ago 
to $3812. 

Moreover, the basketball deni’ 
of the union report was issued 
before the Stags’ management 
announced a further slash in ticket 
prices from an average admission 
already the leagues’ lowest at 54 
cents. The Bombers’ average at 
the time, counting only two of 
four Penny Nights attempted to 
give the anemic attendance a 
transfusion, was 89 cents a head, 
ranking favorably with the rest 
of the circuit.

Sweetbreads Are a Rit of Trouble to Prepare, but Results Are Worth It |

ing Canasta to Win |

NE of the most interesting 

chapters in Oswald Jacoby's 

new bock, “Complete Ca- 
nasta,” concerns conventions and 
signals. He points out that dis- 
ecards can’t be relied upon for use 
as signal plays, because too often 
the player has trouble enough 
finding a discard without worry- 
ing about its possible meaning as 
a signal. But Jacoby points out 
that certain melding plays are 
highly informative. One of these 
is where one player has made an 
unnecessarily large initial meld. 


For example, you hold: 


Needing only 50 points, your 
partner has, nevertheless, put 
down A-A-A and 7-7+7. He didn’t 
need to meld the sevens to meet 
the minimum, so there must be 
some season why he unnecessarily 
depleted his hand. Obviously, it 
was to tell you that he has a good 
play for out; he is asking you to 
play accordingly. That means 
helpiag him as much as possible, 


The first thing you do, there- 
fore, is to add your ace to his 
meld. ((You’d do that, anyway.) 
But you should also meld your 
three jacks.

Question: Playing two-hand Ca- 
nasta, I held six tens, three aces, 
six wild cards and a jack. Think- 
ing I could go out concealed, I 
melded two wild cards wit the 


tens, four wild cards with the aces, © 


discarded the jack. My opponent 
pointed out that four wild cards 
with aces were illegal. Since I 
had no cards left, how could this 
be corrected? 

Answer: The fourth wild card in 


your meld of aces is restored to 
your hand. (There is no exposed 


card penalty in the two-hand 
game, since you have given no in- 
formation to a partner.) There- 
after you continue play with a 
one-card hand, until you draw a 
natural ace to complete your sec- 
ond canasta, or until your oppo- 
nent goes out.
